[DD Sreation from the Social Demo- 
crats, as was carried out by the Free 
Democrats on 1 April at several Federal 
state party congresses, is in the main, 
whether spoken or tacit, a matter of the 
relationship between the party and the 
CDU/CSU, as is only natural. 

A small party that has no hope of ever 
forming a government onı its owıı cannot 
do anything affecting its relationship to 
one of the major parties without at the 
same time affecting Its relationship to the 
other one, 

Tle FDP might like to think out 
thousands of programmatic possibilities — 
but in reality its scope for action is 
hemmed in by the SPD and “the union 
parties", If it distances itself from the 
policies of the former it antomatically 
veers towards the course of the ather, 

This is far from being equivalent to 
opening up the possibility of becarning a 
possible coalition purlner of the 
CDU/CSU,. Tlie barrlers that Hie in the 
way of this have been clearly outllned 
Rail at the FDP’s conference in 

ortlı Rlrine-Westplıalia in Siegen. 

They are of two kinds. Fur a start there 
is the weakness of the “union parties” 
which makes it difficult for all wings of 
the FDI to weigh up the possibility of u 
future coalition.

ment, For even party politiclans’in high 
office and held in great respect realise 
that present government practice cannot 
in the fong run deal satisfactory with 
problems arising. 

The dilemma tlie SPD and FDP face 
today and which “the union parties” 
could be facing tomorrow is this: on the 
one hand no party can rely on pollticel 
developments largely regulating thent- 
selves as was the case in the early sixties, 
that is to say that a government can limit 
itself to crisis management, 

If lhe Brandt govemment flies the 
banner “we shall improve the quality of 
life” and promises to strpport researclı 
and technological development only 
when this is of benefit to the public at 
large it is essential to produce a long-term 
programme in which the value of 
individual measures and their effects on 
all sectors can easily be checked and the 
aim can clearly he seen. 

It uiust do this with the party's 
backing, which is essentlal, if it is not to 
run the risk that the party on the one 
hand and the government and its 
bureaucracy on the other will one day 
fornu two fronts. We are seeing the 
beginning of this in the SPD. 

Discussions in the SPD have, lıowever, 
shown Ihalt a Jong-termn progrnınme 
cannot be expected in the near future, No 
outline of costs has been made and the 
ulinkıte effect of individuul projects, 
expecially in research and develıpment, 
carlnnt be foreseen. 

One example: Bonn has produced a 
progrimme lur clectronid diula-prexessing 
running intn thousamls of inillions in 
order to improve compe titivene.s und the 
dissemination uf information, hut "tle 
effects of thıs on the working world and 
education cannot be foreseen. New 
problems can be espected which will haye 
to he scaled by alditinsl expenditure 
a vicious circlèê that in its turn prevents 
Oller vital problems being solved. 

The cleft beiween what is politically 
essential and what is feusible seems quite 
clear. It is no good shrugging shoulders. 
Considering how this can be charged, 
such as for example better coordination 
between the State antl industry, on an 
international level (remember the cur- 
rency crisis} is of necessity first and 
foremost a theoretical task that can only 
laler be adapted to political practice. 

Al any rate it would be a 
misunderstanding to consider all the 
problems technical. It is a question of 
making life more worth living tomorrow 
and how we can best use technology for 
this purpose. If we make no progress in 
this direction we shall one day have to 
choose between dictatorship of bureau- 
crats of whatever colour, and utter chaos,

And the United States 
is one of the countries on the 
intemational market that looks a 
potenlial supplier of coking coal to this 
country. 

Now Rulırkohle, Essen, 1 contpany that 
needs to undergo a programme of 
streamlining, has completed its second 
contract to exporf coke to to United 
Stalos. The. first delivery al the end of 
February was 200,000 tons to the giant 
US company Bethlehem Steel. Tlıe 
second shipment is 500,000 tons to 
another American steel producer. 

This apparent contradiction can easily 
be explained. Rulurkohle sold this coke to 
the Ûniled States at less than the list 
price of 145 Marks a ton, but more than 
the “balance price”, thal is to say the 
value placed ou the coke on dumps. 
Normally this price is calcualted et 
two-tlıirds of the list price, 

The list price of coking coal from the 
Ruhr is at present 94,50 Marks. But in 
1972 West German industry did not pay 
this price but an “arbitration court price" 
of 78.59 Marks a ton. 

Reviduation of Mark and devaluation of 
the dollar since then has made this 
country's coking coal even less compe li- 
tive in price than that produced in 
America. 

Fowcver intcresling this report about 
deliveries of coke to the United Sliirs 
may be ùt ti lime the econunus 
significance of these siles agreemeutls 
should uo1 be overestimated.

While the Japanese above all are busily 
securing themselves part of tho flood of 
oil from Iran Bonn has no successes to 
report. And no wonder, for the Federal 
Republic-Iranian oil negotiatlons never 
got further than hopeful beginnings, 

When Chancellor Willy Brandt returned 
a year ago from a State visit to Iran there 
were budding hopes, quite justifiably, of 
a national oil supply. But these never 
came to fruition. 

Obviously tle negotiations have been in 
limbo since last autumn. Bonn claims to 
be waiting until the political situation in 
the oil-producing countries has crystal- 
lised out. But then il may bo too late to 
introduce an oil policy, Anyone who daes 
not keep possession of tho ball in the 
Middle East quickly loses the game. 

Now is a favourable time for the 
conclusion of long-lerm supply agree- 
ments. Saudi Arabia has stated publicly 
that it is prepared to negotiate. But tlte 
Federal govormement scems to be waiting 
for an invitation, It does nol at the 
moment seem to place great storo by 
making initiatives of its own, 

Boın’s fuel and power pollcey-markers 
are kecping a back door open. It is not 
Bonn but Deminex tliat is responsible for 
negotiations, But this excuse is far loo 
easy to see tlrrouglt,

It is no secret Lhat Deminex with its 
seven partners, sone of them governnient 
agencies, cannot negotiate without the 
bucking of State financing, Demines 
operates practically on a government 
commission. U is only with the aid of Stile 
loans at particulkıy’ fıvourable rales 
that Deminex is ible to cary out test 
drilling, 

Even if drilling in Africa and Soutlı 
America proves sucessful Bonn will not 
be able to guarantee oil supplies vuln 
Middle East suppliers. It would be easy’ 
for the Economic Affairs Ministry to 
order Deminex to pursue a far more 
aggressive business policy. 

. The risk of failure cannot be denied. 
But it would be less than the risk of 
passively waiting for something to 
happen. 

lt seems almost as if Bonn is waiting for 
a miracle. And in order to show goodwilt 
at least verbally experts at Hans 
Frlderich's Ministry are working on an 
energy supply report. 

However, this is little consolation. A 
situation report alone will not work for 
us the miracle of a sure supply of fuel and 
power, .

Just how qulckly confiscation can come 
about was shown recently by the Shalı of 
iran. He announced at short notice the 
natiotalisation of foreign petroleum in- 
vestments. 1 

But as the traditionul oil companies 
lose in significance in the supplying 
countries the goverment in qluıestion las 
at its disposil ever greater «juantilies of 
urudê ol. And each cuuntrty is free to 
choose its own customers. This does not 
only apply to Iran but also to other 
oilexporting countries, such as Libya, 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq. Could this be a 
silver lining to the cloud? , 

Precisely the opposite, In Teheran of all 
places, wlich has in the past placed the 
inost store by bilateral agreements, Bonn 
is obviously being crowded out by 
competitors.

By this time Butenandt lıad also 
isolated and even synthesisod lestoste- 
rone. The news then came froin 
Stockholm that he had been awarded the 
Nobel Prize for Chemistry toge thor with 
Leopold Ruzicka, the Zurich researcher, 
The year was 193%, 

Butenandt First wrote ia Private letter to 
the general secretary of the Nobel 
Foundation, thanking hilm for the uwarJ. 
But the al intercepted tlhe letter 
dnd reprimimded him and two other 
German prizewinners — medic Gerhard 
Domagk ind Richard Kulm, who had 
ا‎ Awarded the Prize for Chemistry inn 
1938.

Butenandt was unable to receive (lie 
medal md certificate until he travelled to 
Stackholm in [448, 

In the meantime Butenundt had moved 
with his Institute to “Tibingen in 1944. 
Here he touk over the Unlversity"s 
department of physiological chemistry. 
His Institute, now Tre-chiristened the Max 
Planck Institute for Biochemisty, explored 
an important new field it the end of 
the torties — hormone control ir insect 
metamorphosis, the transformation of a 
larva into a Pup and then into its final 
form as a butterfly for example. 
Butenandt also turned to tlıe biochemical 
mysteries Of viruses and the prablenıs of 
intracellular self-infection through can- 
cerogenous substances. 

Bitenandt was appointed professor at 
Munich University in 1952 and he once 
again hit the headlines by discovering, 
analysing and finally synthesising the 
substances of sexual enticement in Ihe 
insect world, 

Laymen will be unable to imagine tlie 
Amount of work which went into this 
reseatch project. Half a ınillion female 
butterflies had to be killed for the 
purposes of chemical preparation. To 
obtain 25 milfigranmes of transformation 
hormone, his staff had to use ten 
hundred-weight of nale pupae. 

In the sixties he turned to further 
important biochemical problenis such as 
Protein synthesis and the inheritance of 
characteristics via a molecular-gene tie 
code.

Writing in Conditioıt, the international 
joumai, David L. Cortill of the United 
States has cummarised the physiology of 
marathon competitors in a way that 
makes clear even to tle layman what an 
enormous strain on the lıuman organism 
the race represents and lıow amazingly 
adaptable the human body can be. 

The sprinter and the marathon-runner 
are two moulds of men with little or 
nothing in common. No one man has ever 
won Olympic medals in both sprint and 
long-distance running events, 

Speed and endurance are both mental 
and physical opposites, Sprinters are 
athletic lypes, extroverted, explosive and 
swift in their nyuscular responses, 
Long-distance runners are slender, intro- 
vertecl and only gradually get under way 
but have 4 tremendous capacily for 
endurance, 

Frequently tlrey are quietly fanatlcal, 
and as a rule they remain dedicated to 
their discipline until they reach a ripe old 
age. Sixty-year-old marathon runners are 
nothing out of the ordinary. 

Anatomically marathon runners are as 1 
rule short and skinny. The height and 
weight of all the winners of the Boston 
ımaralhon from 1897 till 1965 having 
been compared, it was discovered iat (he 
average winner was five Ivet seven tall. 

Before going on to the average weigll il 
must, however, be udmitted that the 
winners’ lheighl varicd considerably — 
from five feet one to six feet two.

The energy reserves on whieh the 
marathon runner can call aro likewise of 
special interest. Over conventional distan- 
ces of from 100 to 10,000 metres the 
glycagen deports in the liver and the 
muscles are sufficlent to supply the 
required energy. 

Alhletes who haye undergone endu- 
trance training are capable of storing 500 
grammes of glycogen, twice the amount 
found in the untrained body, But this is 
by no means sufficient for the marathon 
distunce, especially as tle depots are only’ 
half emplied. 

Twenty-six miles of marathon use up 
some 2,650 calories. This means that the 
energy reserves used mist be fran 
anulher suurce. So tey art. 

This additional reserve, whiclı is called 
on only in exceptional circumstances, is 
lho body fat. By the end of a nuıratlon 
race the runner derives 94 per cet of the 
energy he uses from his reserves of body 
fat.

Two groups of twelve children from all 

sociil backgrounds were taught English 
Several hours a day for two years. No
